Tue Journal of the Society of Arts for 
February 10th contains the full text of Mr.

Not that anything he 
said was snisreported, but parts of the 
context of mure importance thin the ex+ 
tracts quoted were omitted, and in some 


cases, the impossibility of relating state-" 


ments that should have been brought 
together made it impossible to give Mr. 
Breas full credit for what now appears 
as an exeellent and eminently valuable 
paper. The comments of some of the Home 
journals, to which we havealready referred, 
wera directed to preliminary pussages, and 
ignored many references that were of much 
greater importance. With ‘regard to his 
reference to the uselessness (in the sense 
that no usa is wade of them) of newly 


~* opened ports like Nanning, to which. no

way question, he hed much to say that 
was instructive. In his manner of prvsent- 
ing the finaricial aspect of the typical rail. 
way concession, Mr. Brenan seems to afford 
more explanation than usual of the delays 
to which we have grown so accustomed, 
He paints these investments in a way that 
robs them of their gilt-cdged character, 
“All that the syndicate gets out of the 
business is such -profit as it eun make in 
floating the loan, & commission on the pur- 
chase of materisls, and a share amounting 
to one-fifth of the net earnings of the line 
after tho intere-t-on the loan hag been paid.” 
The only way in which the British capitalist 
isata disadvantage is that his Government 
hag not the same. regard for -the political 
importance of a railway that other foreign 
Governments have. Being committed to 
the policy of conserving .China's integrity, 
the British Government is unwilling to 
make vague promises like the others, of 
seeing that the bondhulder “comes out all 
right in the end;’’ and

The only answer to these awkward questions 
that Mr. Brenan could think of was that 
we must do as others are doing, He also 
indicstes very plainly that the Chinese who 
have the power do uot want railways, and 
do not know what.gool they are. With 
them, “‘n desire for the welfare of their 
country is felt only in an ‘ubstract sort of 
way.aga good theme for an. exainination 
essiy, but it does not form part with 
them of what is called’ practical politics.” 
It seema almost a pity, with a rich 
country, in the handy of such un incom- 
pelent Government, that our Government 
should concern itself so much about the in- 
tegrity of China; and that it dves not overtly 
join in with the real policy of the powers, and 
make its one-time “spheres of influence” 
mean eomething more than & mere phrase. 
Mr. Brenan did not suggest this, however, 
He detined “what should he our chief 
aim” as ° the amelioration of Lue condition 


of the Chinese people,” but he had ‘more 
prudence than to suggest that that 
were best accomplished ‘under foreign 
rule, for such parts of ‘it, at least, us 
might fall to truly ‘civilised Powers. 
Yet Hongkong, Shanghai, and Tsingtua 
might be pointel out as rather pleasant 
examples of amelioration. He confezsed 
later on toa havkering for sowe unforeseen 
event that would “ place the foreign Powers 
whe wish Chiou well in a position to compel 
reform.” Those who have ‘hoped ayainst 
hope for real reforms from Pekin would not 
mind seeing, perhaps, a coalition of England, 
America, and Japan to compel such a posi- 
tion to come about,

RESCUED FROM THE RIVER. 
A SMALL BOY'S EXTRAORDINARY ADVENTURE. 


The W.-C; Duity News of March 8th reports: 
—Axn the Aianateen was on bor way down river 
yesterday afternoon she grazed against w smal 
eargo junk and capsized hor. There wore threa 
thinese on board at the timo, one of whom, 
amnll boy, was osleop betwoon decks, ‘Tne two 
men oscnped on to a sampan, but tho little boy 
was left ou board. A launch helped to tow tho 
junk, which was floating bottom upwards, to 
within twent? yards:of tho shoro, but there sho 
stuck, her must having becomo embedded in 
the soft mnd. By this timo a large crowd had 
collated. Word passed from mouth to mouth 
that sumeone was insido tho boat, but nu ono 
scemad to know dofinitely, Te Chineso mado 
several efforts to right tho junk, but tbey all 
failed, They thon brought a cable ashorv and 
tried to pull her in, but the mast prevented 
them from doing so, After o great deal 
of tugging, bowever, the mast must have 
sunpped off, for the capsized bont suddenly 
proved amenable to towing and was brought 
right up to the foreshore. Several Chinese 
armed with oxea now got.on to the boat 
ani started to cut a piece out of the bottom at 
thy end furthest from the foreshore. That most 
of the crowd did not know that there-was any- 
one ivside way shown by tho laughter which 
greeted one of the operators who slip d, and 
nearly fell-intd the river. Sampans began to 
arrive from all sides bringing: axes, sawa, and 
other tools.

Some days aftor a police 
agent called at the hospital te take her sway, 
but the surgéon told him that she was too ill to 
zoout, A few duys later the police agent called 
ayoin aod received tue same answer, but this 
timo hs obliged the young woman to arcompany 
him, though her ‘breast was covered wit 
bandages, Twenty-four hours aft-rwards nn 
ammbalineo ear brought her back to tuo hospital 
in axtocking state. Sho was as pale as death 
and coald pot stand: On ‘being undressed sho 
screamed with pain, and it was then found that 
her ch uiders, her back, and her Joins . were 
lack und blue all oer, There were marks the 
siz of one's little inzer. She was placed on.a 
het covered with milk curds to reliove the pain. 
‘A pendarme remained near hor day and night. 
Nevertheless, her case became known. 

‘A commiasiry of polive had questioned her on 
the revolutionary plot and the Anarchist move- 
mois, 28 she was Lowa to have friends amons 
tho revolutionists, Sho refused to speak, where- 
upon she was whipped with birch-rods without 
rograril for her wound.

THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


@ROSS OFFICIAL CORRUPTION. 


The official peculation and corruption bid fair 
to be as rife.in the Russian Army circles as they 
werg in the Russo-Turkich War of 1877, The 
Nevee Fremya bes been attacking tho great 
scandals for some time, ‘It bas published the ° 
following striking instance of the way in which 
the state funds are being squandered, to no good 
purpose, axcept to enrich the officials who bave 
tho handling of the money. Horses for the 
front wera mobilised wt Nosgorod und Vilns, in 
northwest Russia, to Lv sent to the front.’ Day 
after day the horees In both towna were left 
stauding shivering in the windy, rainy, cold 
woather, and starving, for the offic:als in charge 
of them sold-the hay and cornentrusted-to them 
fur feeding the horses, and thoy spont the 
money in rigfous living. The horse gnawed 
ihe wooden rails to which thoy wore ti-d. ‘Thirty 
horees died of hunger, and the rest fell ill before 
buing entrained, : 

The Russkays Vicdomost quotes the case of 
the bad boots supplied. Tbv Russians at home 
wished to furnish the Government with 
soldiers’ boots made of {fclt, and ut cost price, or 
oven froe of cost. This offer did not spit some 
official in the Commissariat Department. The 
Goyernmont wishod to pay for tho boots; The 
pearants thereupon offered to supply properly 
made felt boots that would Just two years. But 
before these well-made boots could be supplied 
the authorities had managed to obtain a aupply 
of felt boots, moulded simply of horse huir and 
cow hair mixed wih a sticky substance. Such 
Yoots may last two or ¢ ree weeks. if worn 
ly ordinary porsons, but in Manchuria thoy 
did not last two days. Every par cost 28. 2d. 
Thoy axe sold by weight, bed it 
that half of them turnout to by ladies’ buots. 

‘A. leading clothmaker of Lodz wa. asked 
recently by a colonel to furnish fonr million 
yards of cloth. The wmanofactarer was trlt 
that ho must give two leading officials the wm 
of £53,125, and the Colonel the sam of £5,31-, 
and that then the cloth would, be. accepted 
jor the trooy without being examinod.as to its 
quality.

Ha declined to estimate the duration 
of thia deb y, but manifestly intended to convey 
the impres-ion that the censocetion of the 
Zemsky Sobor would follow the close of the 
war “TI am optimistic enough,” ho said, * to 
beli ve thst we shall snceeed in bringing ‘tho 
war to 9 satisfactory conelusivn, after which | 
reforms, including the assembly of nationel 
representatives, can be introduced on o acund 
basis” ; : 

Tho Slavophils, whose influenc) on the

of the Zemeky Sobor was not the rosult of class 
struggles, but was .eummoned to adviso the 
Czars regarding the requirements of Czardom.

Tho first was 
summoned in 1/59, by Ivan the Torri!le; tho 
second in. 1566, to determine whe-l r the 
Polish peace proposals’ should bo accept: a or 
tho was continued. This ossembly com, rized 
two elowen‘s, namely, the Gosudarstveny. ¢ 9 
Douma, or Rors!l council, and the higher clergy 
he higher officials on tho ono hand ; and the 

erchants and nobles, probably appointed, on 
the other, 

Tho third was electod in the reign of Iran's 
son, Fedor, in 1584. The fourth, summoned by 
thetPatriarch and Dovima, was elected in the 
rei, of Boris: Godunoff, in 1598, This 
Assembly included thirty-four eloctive repre. 
sentatives of the towns.” Following a. brief 
Assombly in 1612 wos that of 1613, elected 
uniter tho first of the Romanoffs. It st two

This was tho golden ago of tho Zemsky Sobor, 
which sat practically uninterruptedly, though 
its pereonnel was frequently. changed until 
1622. It imposed taxes, restorod domestic 
tranquility, atlompted to heal the disorder of 
‘the so-ca'led troublous timos, levied war, and 
participoted in foreign politics. 

‘Aitera decade withont the assembly of the 
Zemsky Sobor, the nnsuccessful Polish War of 
1632 necessitated the imposition of new taxes. 
and led tothe revival of this assembly, which 
sat two yoars, Another was eslled in 1637 to 
deal with the Turkish complications, and in 
1642 to consider Don Cossack affsirs. , 

Tho Zomsky Sobor under Michael remained 
partly filled by appointment, and including tho 
council of lawyers, higher officinis, higher 
clergy, end palice nobility ; and in 1613 repro- 
contatives of all classes of tie people. 

Ropresentation in the later assemblies seems 
to have been exclusively from the towns. We 
find avother in 1648, for the elaboration of the 
Code. One sat from 1650 to 1651, to consider 
the Polish relations; another in 1653. This 
was the lest regular Zemsky Sobor; though 
partial assemblies, consisting of representatives 
of particular classes, to ronsider special matters, 
continued until 1698, when Peter felt able to 
dispenso with the advice of representatives of 
the people altogether. 

It will-be observed that the character of the 
Assembly, whether consultative, legislative or 
administrative, hes depended! largely on 
circamstances, The Czars have gladly 
entrusted with the widost powers when taxes 
wore required, or when their own positions 
had grown difficult, Apart from the question 
of origin it would be difficult to draw 9 sharp 


distinction between the Zemaky Sobor ond. the 
early Parliaments of England. But the 
Zomsky Sobor is now merely o nawe. Its 
composition and powers were never legally fixed, 
and the Government can ua its uame for any 
sort of reprosontutive gathering. 

. Whe Liberals expect a predominance of the 
appointed-element. It is safe to say, however, 
that ifthe Government sslects only persons 
known to favour tho continuance of bureaucratic 
anarchy, the experiment will be a Jlasco, and if 
it .solects, or perniits the s-laction, of real 
Teprenontatites of the peoplo, the Zemsky Sobor 
will prepdre the ground for constitutional 
government, Moreover, it is uncertain whether 
events will be as patient as the Emperor is 
represented tobe. One historical assembly met

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GERMAN INTERESIS IN CHINA. 


The latost issn of tha United States Consular 
reperts (No. 290) reproduces from tho publica- 
tions «f the Central Unien of Borlin for tho 

roparation of commorcial treutics a statement 
of the interests of Germany in Chins. It deals 
with the argumont that the offorts to obtain 
markets in China oan only. interest o small 
group of Germans, and can uovor be of any 
great interest to the future industrial develop- 
mont of the Gorman people. * Wherever wo 
turn our eyes on China we tind German interests, + 
German capital, German jutelligence, German} 
thift, and German effort at work. Thoy are 
all spinning threads which ure bound ultimately 
to bring us into.the elosost industrial connexion 
with the Chineso empire." In 1890 Germany 
had 3% por cent. of the shipping in China; in 
1903 it was 16 per cent, The Gorman flag hos 
taken tho secend pluct, Great Britain noing 
first with 54 per cent., China third with 13, and 
Japan fourth with 11 per cent? A grent part 
of the coasting, river, and like. trado of China 
is carried on under the German. flag. The 
Shon-tung railway is finished from the coast 10 
the capital of the provinco; Gorman engines, 
carrieges, and wagons run over it to the namber 


-of about 600 in all, Tientsin is being united 


with the Yangtse by a line constructed by 
Gorman eugineers with German capital. Tho 
Shan-tung Mining Company is working hand 
in hand with tho railway, “It is produciog 
and solling ocal ‘whioh," according to tha 
testimony of experts, is destined to play an 
important role in the East Asiatic market. It 
je said to be superior to Japanose coal in heating 
power and to make less smoke.” A second 
mining company bas commenced work in tivo 
zones in Shan-tung, which hav» been conceded 
to it by the Chineso Government. Amongst 
the ores on which itis working is gold. Outside 
Shan-tung German capital is largely concerned 
in entorpriao in China; silk and cotton weaving, 
cotton spinning flour mille, banks, wharvos, 
docks, and all kinds of industrial enterprises 
absorb German capital. German merchonts 
are to be found all slong the coast and in piacos 
intheintorior Shanghai slone bas 68 German 
firms of importance, with a business turnover 
of 22 per cent, of the total business of the pluco. 
Tjentein’ as 29 important German firme doing 
60 per cont, of the import and 45 per 
cent. of the export trade. In Canton German 
merchants do 50 per cent, of the import trade 
and. 75 per cont, of that in esports. In 1902 
Germany sent goods-to the value of about 
£1,800,0v0 to China, and these represent almost 
every imporfant branch of German industry. 
At tho same time the eayprts to Hongkong 
wore nearly £200,000 and to Kiao-chan over 
£300,000. 


COTTON PRODUCTION IN CHINA. 

The high price of cotton in the United 
Btatrs snd abroad gonerally last year resulted 
in the decrease of American cotton exports to 
China, and the present. prices in the United 
States are having the same effect this year, for, 
while the figures for 1904 are not yet complete, 
it ix evident from the data to be had that there 
is tho same general tread in the cotton trade. 
The practical megning of (he matter is simply 
that when foreign mado cotton goods get too 
dear the Chinese peasant tuys cotton yarn and 
weaves hig own common fabrics for shirts, 
{unica, bede’othes and the many 
which sach grades -of cotton goods are used. 
The porsibilities of cotton production in ¢ hina 
are onormous. For mesany years ‘tho staple 
has been: produced in the empire at 
points covering nearly half of its im. 
mense territory, Much of this land is not 
suitable for ‘cotton raixing, bnt the amount

alone will neel about £1 a head, or 
£300,000,000 altogether.” - . 

Tt’ appears that another company is also 
endesyouring to obtain gold from sea wator. 
This. is the. Atomized Gold Recovery, Ltd., 
which hasbeen formed to work's process 
disvovered by tho same inventor, Mr. Snell, who 
fome years sgo granted 8 licence to Mr. 
Cidntar, the promoter, to work in Maita. . ‘I his 
licehce appears to be eve of Mr. Suoll’s surly 
processes. : ; 

Tho Indnetrial and Engino»ring Trust, Ltd., 
howevor. are working on Myr. Snoll's latest 
results, Altogether Mi. Snell has had four 
processes and several sets of works; his first 
proc-ss was payable, but required too much 
working capital; the second «as not successfal ; 
the third was so dangerous that his colleague 
wos poisoned and died within a week, Mr. 
Snoll himself boing laid up for eight months; 
while the fourth, the one on which Sir Will'om 
Ramasy: has’ reported, seems to have proved 
succossfal..
